If mobs are successfully used as a means 
to accomplish objecls that are good in them- 
I selves, they will soon be used by other 
[ persons to accomplish objects lhat are un- 
lawful and infamous. If the better portion 
jof men encourage mobs under peculiar 
I cii-cumstances, the lawless, reckless, and 
I unprincipled will adopt their conduct as a 
( precedent for disregard of the laws on 
i every occasion when their passions are 
excited. If mobs betomc fashionable, they 
I operate practically as a repeal of all laws, 
1 and render the administration of justice a 
j perfect farce. Thoeo who nre disposed to 
I be violators of the laws are always glad to 
obtain a precedent from citizens of a difler- 
cnt character. Ho that encourages a mob 
to-day may be its victim to-morrow, and 
he who participates in an open violation 
of the law is aiding in sapping the princi- 
ples lhat secure his own life, liberty, and 
property. 'I'he habit of violating Ihe law, 
the very fact of its being daily disregarded 
by others with publicity and impunity, im- 
pairs its force and value, and gradually 
brings it into actual contempt. Every in- 
dividual concludes that if other persons 
nre permitted to disregard .ind violate the 
law, he may do so with impunity whenever 
Ihe thinks proper. There is no standard 
j for mobs — no rule for distinguishing a good 
j from a bad mob; and the result would be 
I that every man must judge for himself 
when he will cng.ige in a mob, and deter- 
mine how far he will obey the law, and to 
what extent he will violate it. Mobs arc 
, anarchy to a limited extent, and the same 
; principles would involve a country in uni- 
1 versal anarchy. 

I There arc too m.iny persons who aro 
I disposed to foment popular discontents and 
j foster and encourage political outbreaks, 
as have been made manifest by the alTairs 
I in Rhode Island and the events in New 
I York, and such men are disorganizers of 
good government. Those who officiously 
j intermeddle toexasperate the excited mul- 
titude, lo stimulate them to violence, and 
to induce them to violate the laws, are the 
worst enemies of tlie [icople, and should 
be marked as foes to the best interests ol 
Ihe country.

Love of BooUh. 

I do not meiiii lo speak disrespectfully of 
the stage, but 1 lliiiik higher elili of nature, 
and next to that, of books. '1 hey are tlie 
nearest to our thoughts ; they wind in the 
heart; the poet's verse slides into the rur- 
rcnl of our blood. We read them when 
young, — we remember ihein when old. 
We read there of what happened to others, 
■we feel that it has happened to ourselves. 
'J'hey are to be had everywhere, good and 
cheap. We breathe but the air of books; 
we owe every thing to their authors on this 
«ide barbarism ; and we pay them easily 
■with contempt, while living, and with an 
epitaph when dead. Michael Angelo is be- 
yond the Alps; Mrs. Si<ldon3 has left the 
stage and us to mourn her loss. Were it 
not so, there are neither picture-galleries 
nor theatres-royal on Salisbury plain, where 
I write this ; but heic, even here, with a few 
old authors, I can manage lo get through 
the summer or the winter months without 
ever knowing what it is lo feel ennui. They 
sit with me al breakfast ; they walk out with 
me befdre dinner. After a long walk ihro' 
unfrequented tracts, after starting the hare 
from the fern, or hearing the wing of the 
raven rusiling above my head, or being 
greeted by the woodman's " slern good 
night," as he strikes into hi.i narrow home- 
ward path, I can "lake min« ease at mine 
own inn," beside the blazing hearth, and 
shake hands with Signor Orlando Frisco- 
baldo, as the oldest acquaintance I have. 
Ben Jonson, learned Chapman, .Master Hey- 
■wood, and Master Webster, are there; and 
seated round, discourse the silent hour 
away. Shakspeare is there himself, not in 
Gibber's manager's coal. Spencer is hard- 
ly returned from a ramble through the 
■woods, or is concealed by a group of 
nymphs, fawns, and satyrs. Milton lies on 
ihe table, as on an altar, never taken up or 
laid down without reverence. Lyiy's En- 
dymion sleeps wiih the moon thai shines in 
at the window. Faust disputes in one cor- 
ner of the room wiih findish faces, and rea- 
sons of divine astrology. I should have no 
objection to pass my life in this manner out 
of the world, nor tluuking of it, nor it of 
me; neither abused by my enemies, nor de- 
fended by my friends ; careless of the fu- 
ture, but sometimes dreaming of ihe past, 
which might as well be (orgoUen.—Haxlitt.

The two Brothers. — The following 
beautiful Arabian legend we copy from the 
"Voice of Jacob :" 

The sile occupied by the temple of Sol- 
omon was formerly a cultivated field, pos- 
sessed in common by two brothers. t)ne 
of tliem was marneil anil hiid several child- 
ren ; the other was unmarried. They lived 
together, however, cultivating, in the great- 
est harmony possible, the property they 
had iidieriled from their father. 

The harvest season had arrived. The 
two brothers bound up their sheaves, made 
two equal slacks of them, and left them on 
the field. During the night, the unmarried 
brother was struck with an excellent 
ihnughl. My brother, said he lo himself, 
has a w ife and children to support ; it is 
not just that my share of the harvest should 
be as large as his. Upon this he arose, 
and took from his slack several sheaves, 
which he added lo those of his brother; 
and ibis he did with as much secrecy as if 
he had been committing an evil action, in 
order that his brotherly offering might not 
be refused. On llie same night the other 
brother awoke, and said lo his wife, " Mv 
brother lives alone, without a companion ; 
he has no one to assist him in his labor, 
nor to reward him for his toils — while God 
has bestowed upon me a wile and children ; 
it is not risjlil that we should take from our 
common field as many sheaves as he, since 
we have already more than he has — domes- 
tic happiness. If you consent, we shall, 
by adding secretly a certain number of our 
slieaves to his slack, by way of compensa- 
tion, and without his knowledge see his 
portion of the harvest increased." This 
project was approved and immediately put 
into execution. 

In the morning, each of the brothers 
went lo the field, and was much surprised 
al seeing the stacks slill equal. During 
several successive nights the same contriv- 
ance was repeated on each side ; for, as 
each kept adding to his brother's store, the 
stacks always remained the same. Hut 
one night, both having stood scniincl to 
dive into the cause of this miracle, they 
•net. each hearing the sheaves mutually 
destined for the other. Ii was ihus all elu- 
cidated, and they rushed into each other's 
arms, each grateful lo heaven for having »u 
good a brolher. 

Now, says the legend, the place where 
so good an idea had simultaneously occurred 
to the two brothers, and wiih so much per- 
tinacitv, must have been acceptable lo C!od. 
Men blessed it, and Israel chose it, there to 
erect the house of the Lord! — Lumurline. 

New Petrifvino Process. — At the 
Marquis of Noriliainpion's conversazione, 
a few days ago. Dr. Jaques Silvcstri ex- 
hibiled some examples of a process by 
which all organic substances can be brought 
to a consistency approaching pelrificaiion, 
so as lo be preserved lo an indefinite period. 
The head of a female was shown, petrified 
lo a degri^o of inlensiiv approaching stone, 
the features retaining all the expression of 
life. Fishes, reptiles, insects, birds, and 
other specimens of natural history, were on 
the table; the plumage, fur, and all the nth- 
er'adjuncts of nature, retaining the same 
brilli'jucy of color, firmness, and flexibility, 
that they had al ihe lime uf death. A bo- 
(jutt of flowers was seen preserved, with 
an exactiiiide and perfection beyond con- 
ception. — English Paper. 

Redeemiso Time. — Dean Swifi, when 
he {'laimed at the usual lime the degree of 
A. [}., was so deficient as to obtain it only 
by speciiil favor, a term used to denote 
want of merit. Of this disgrace he was so 
much ashamed that he resolved from that 
time lo study eight hruirs a day, and con- 
tinued his industry for seven years, with 
what improvement is suflicieiitly known. — 
This part of his history well deserves lo be 
remembered ; it may afford useful admoni- 
tion and perhaps encoiirauement lo young 
men, whose abilities have been mn<le for a 
time useless by their passions or pleasures, 
and who having lost one part of life in idle- 
ness, are templed to throw away the re- 
mainder in despair.

Is Ilia Family Kespeotablc.** 

The wriler of the following article, which 
we extract from the Philadelphia Saturday 
Courier, has taken a right view of things. 
In this country, a professed republic, where 
all are alike free and indepenclent, the only 
claim to superiority should be based upon 
talents and moral character. 

The question " Who is he?" asked by 
many, is loo ridiculous to speak of at length. 
The very questioner may be of that class 
whom money has raised, and whose line- 
age, were it traced back, would lind a ter- 
minus perhaps lower than the one in ques- 
tion. Each man should be judged by his 
own acts, and for them he is alone respon- 
sible. 

True respectability comes not from birth, 
but it springs from the actions, and habits, 
and inu llecl; these constitute his worth, for 
" Worth makes the man, and want of it 
the fellow." " They are very clever kind 
of people — their father came of an old and 
highly respectable family," remarked a 
person with whom we were conversing a 
l"e\v days since, in a tone of voice lhal plain- 
ly showed wiiy he vieweil the individual to 
whom allusion had been made with any 
kind of favor. "Their father came of an 
old and highly respeclable family !" — Their 
own intrinsic excellence of character — their 
pure principles, and high-toned, virtuous 
feelings, were nothing in the scale of esii- 
malion. The respectable family from 
w hich they had descended, was the criteri- 
on by which they were judged. 

Now, this slang of " respectable," as we 
have chosen lo call it, is, in our country, 
insuirerable. What does it mean ? Sim- 
ply that a man or a woman, because he or 
she happened lo be born of parents who, 
by a combination of circumstances, often 
beyond their control, occupied a certain el- 
evated position, is lo be treated wiih par- 
ticular allenlion, and flattered into undue 
self-eslimalion, while ihe individual, whose 
sole claim lo consideration has no oilier 
foundation than his own virtuous energy, 
struggling against diiriculties and discour- 
agements, yet successful in spite of every 
opposition, is to be passed with indifl'er- 
ence or contempt. 

" Who is he ?" and not " What is he ?" 
is the too prevalent question asked. And 
it is asked sincerely and selfishly — for it is 
a selfish feeling, tlial, in nine cases out of 
ten, prompts the quesiion. If Ihe answer 
is lhat he belongs to a " respectable" fam- 
ily, it is enough — that is siillicienl endorse- 
ment. The more respectable his family, 
the stronger the reflection of respectability 
which will be received by an association, 
as it is the selfish desire to gel faclion re- 
spectability, vt hich is, after all, at the bot- 
tom of all this deference to spurious merits. 

It may be affirmed, we think, lhat in 
four cases out of five, the individuals ijuil- 
ly of the puerile, not lo say contemptible, 
fiilly we are condemning, have no claims lo 
social estimation cither from family con- 
nexions or intrinsic worth ; the weak, 
chililish lovers of dislinclimi, for its own 
sake — not for the sake of the power lo do 
good that such a position gives — and con- 
scious that within iheniselves is no power 
of self estimation, they become what in 
Enijland is known by the elegant term 
"toadies," mere fawners upon, and seek- 
ers after, those who are, in their eyes, great 
people. The conversation of this class of 
people is generally made up of animated 
descriptions of this fashionable party, at

guished gentleman's sayings and doings, of 
which they were ear and eve witnessess. 
They are hand nnd glove with every indi- 
vidual of nole, male and female, visiting 
ihcm, so that they allege, regularly, and 
coming into almost daily intimate and so- 
cial iiileicoursc with persons whom you 
would have supposed could and would see 
through them at a glance, and who, per- 
haps do, and endure w ith as much patience 
'.he inflictions of iheir society as we do thai 
of an insect's, which knows no better than 
to annoy ns by creeping over our face, and 
which we do not feel inclined lo destroy. 

Hnt against all this is arrayed the clear, 
strong common sense of the vig.irons, effec- 
tive mass — the thinking and active body of 
the people ; for it is opposite lo the gen- 
ius of our political and social organizations, 
and can only exist as a fungus excre- 
sence, brouiiht inlo existence by living 
principles acting upon decayed subslan- 
ces. 'J'he imperiincncc of " Is his fam- 
ily respeclable !" can never throw inlo 
neglect and obscurily the man of strong 
good sense, directed liy right principles. — 
These will be felt in society, and demand 
for him his right and Iruely efl'eclive posi- 
tion, and he will rise in just eslimalion, and 
act with a broad influence, while the seek- 
er after a false respeclahility, in the hope of 
shining in a borrowed light, will sink into 
merited conlempt. This is the law slamp- 
ed upon society in our country. There is 
here an universal upward struggle, and ev- 
ery man lhat is born is free lo join in the 
contest for true distinetion. His family 
connexion will be nothing to hiin, if he do 
not as an individual, and upon the strength 
of inilividual worth, strive with equal or 
superior enersy with the unknown individ- 
ual by his side." 

Incombustiblk Wash. — Slake stone 
lime in a large lub or barrel, with boiling 
\valer, covering the tub or barrel, lo keep 
in all the steam. When thus slaked, pass 
six quarts of it through a fine seive. Ii 
will then be in a state of fine flour. Now. 
lo six quarts of this lime add one quart of 
rock or Turk's Island salt, and one gallon 
of water; then boil the mixture, and skim 
it clean. To every five gallons of this mix- 
ture, add one pound of alum, half a pound 
of copperas, by slow degrees, three-quar- 
ters of a pound of potash, and four quarts 
of fine sand or hard wood ashes, sifted. — 
This mixture will now admit of any color- 
ing mailer you please, and may be applied 
wiili a brush. It looks betier than paint, 
and is as durable as slate. It will slop 
sm.ill leaks in the roof, prevent moss from 
growing over and rotting the wood, render 
it incombustible from sparks falling upon 
it. When laid upon brick work, it renders 
the brick impervious to rain or wet. — Emi- 
grant's Hand Book: 

The most important principle in life is a 
pursuit. Wiihout a pursuit — an innocent 
and honorable pursuit — no one can ever be 
really happy and hold a proper rank in so- 
ciety. The humble wood-sawyer is a bet- 
ter member of society than the fop w iihout 
brains and employment. Yet many of our 
young men sirive only for the distinction 
awarded lo fools. They are content to live 
on the products of other hands, and are, in 
truth, little belter than bare-faced rogues. 
They live on ill-gotton spoils — go on lick 
— lie and cheat, rather than pursue a pur- 
suit which would render them useful lo 
themselves and mankind generally. None 
can be happy without employment — mental 
or physical. The idler becomes a fil can- 
didate for iho penitentiary or gallows. 
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Work for Jitly. — Fall Potatoes. — 
Though full late, potatoes may be planted 
up to the 1 0th of this month, with a reason- 
able prospect of their ripening. But when 
planted so lale, their growth should be ac- 
celerated by such manures as are easy of 
decomposition — of which they should have 
a generous allowance. 

While upon this branch of our monthly 
talk, we will remark, thai we have seen it 
stated, that the rot has attacked the growing 
crop of the present season. Prudence, 
therefore, would suggest to the growers of 
this root lhal they should, wiihout delay, 
use preventive means. The best preventive 
means which suggests itself lo our mind 
would be a mixture, per acre, 
of .') bushels ashes, 

2 of lime, and 

3 of salt. 

lo be thoroughly incorporated together, and 
sown over the potatoes, and between the ' 
rows, taking care, in the distribution of the 
mixture, lo let the vines have a very full 
poition of il. 

Turnips. — It is too early to sow Ihe fall 
crop of Turnips, but not too early to begin 
lo make preparations. Begin, therefore, at 
once toacciimul.Ue manure — and as turnips 
delight in a thoroughly pulverized soil, pro- 
ceed immediately <o plough up the ground 
you intend for a patch, — plough, harrow, 
and roll it — let il remain until about the 2id 
instant, then manure it with good well-rot- 
led manure, in the proportion of 20 double 
horse cart loads to the acre — plough this 
deeply in, then spread a mixture of 
10 bushels of powdered bones, 
20 " of ashes, and 
2 " of.s.ilt, 
per acre, harrow it in ; then sow your tur- 
nip seed, harrow it in with very light gar- 
den harrow, and finish by rolling. 

Before being sown, the seed should be 
soaked for 12 hours in fish oil. then drained 
and dried in plaster, ashes, orlime, as taken 
out of the oil to be sown. 

To prevent the ravages of the turnip fly, 
so soon as the plants come up, go over the 
ground with a mop and sprinkle fish oil 
over Ihcm. This done, strew a mixture of 
plaster, lime, Scotch snufl" and flour of sul- 
phur over them. Repeat this each morning 
until llie plants get into roui>h leaf. A 
bushel of plaster, 1 of lime, 1 lb. Scotch 
snuff, and 2 lbs of flour of sulphur, inti- 
mately mixed together, will be sufficient for 
an acre — and we feel certain, lhal if our re- 
commendation is strictly followed, that nei- 
ther ihe fly nor flea will molest the young 
plants. 

'Vhehfsf lime lo sow turnips is about the 
26ih of July, and the seeding may be con- 
tinued up lo the 10th of August; but we 
think it desirable to sow between the 26th 
of July anil the 1st of August. 

Early Turnips — Those who desire to 
raise a patch or bed of early turnips, should 
sow immedialely, following our advice as 
to the mode of preparing the eround, &.C., 
as recommended for the fall crop. 

Hay Makino. — We think it best lo cut 
grass for hay, as near as possible to the 
lime when in the fullest bloom. Of course, 
if it is cut when most of it is in this state, 
some may be a little past, and some may not 
have quite reached lull bloom. We know 
there has heretofore been some diirerence 
of opinion as to the stage grass should be 
in when it is cut, but we believe the 
experience of the best farmers is in agree- 
ment with ihe position above assumed. 
Those who are in the habit of curing herbs, 
cut them when in this stage, because it is 
known lhal they contain at that lime the 
mosi or u.av ^c^^ii... — Lri- 
they derive their efficacy and value. — The 
saccharine or sugar principle, which con- 
stitutes one of the chief sources of nutri- 
ment in herbage, is found in llie greatest 
quantity at the period of bloom. Il may 
sometimes be expedient to cut grass before 
il has reached this stale, parlicnlarly where 
il falls down, and is in danger of souring or 
rolling. When this happens, il should he 
cut, whatever state it may be in, because if 
it remains on the ground it will spoil, and 
the fermentation which lakes place, will 
destroy the roots. — Another great advan- 
tage in culling grass before the seed forms, 
is that the roots are not so much exhausted, 
and the after growth is much more vigorous. 

In some parts of the country, it is the 
practice lo mow the grass and let it lay un- 
touched on the rftound, " through sunshine 
and shower," several d.iys before il is 
stacked or put in the barn. It is common 
to begin Monday and conlinne to mow un- 
til Saturday, when with haiul-rake and 
lioise-rake, all turn in, lake it up and stack 
il; and lliis is done too without much re- 
gard to the stale of the weather at the time 
il is raked, or to what it has been after il 
was cut. The appearance of the animals 
whjgh are fed on liay thus managed, is evi- 
dence enough of its wortldessness. After 
grass is cut and parUy dried, il ought not 
to be exposed to dew or wet. The best 
way is to spread oul the mown grass even- 
ly, as soon as the wet has dried ofT from 
the spaces bclween the swalhcs, and before 
the dew falls in the evening, rake it up in a 
cock. Where the crop is heavy, consider- 
able lime will be gained in making by this 
plan. If il is only willed when it is pulin 
cock, it will in a short time undergo a 
SWEAT, which will much facilitate its ma- 
king when il is again opened to the sun — 
Many good farmers believe that il will make 
more in Iwo days, if it is kept in cock twelve 
hours, than it will make in three days with- 
out being put in cock. In making clover 
hay, we are decidedly in favor of not ex- 
posing it much lo the sun after il is first 
wilted. We speak from experience, hav- 
ing practised various modes, and we are 
certain lhat it may be made with less labor, 
and that it is of far superior quality, when 
cured in cock than in any other way. 
When the swathes are a liltle wilted, pilch 
them into cocks — laying it up in such a 
manner thai it will stand the weather, 
which is easily done by the exercise of a 
little care. Examine the hay from day lo 
day to see how the process of curing ad- 
vances, and when il seems to be so well 
made that wiih that it will dry in the hand- 
ling, il will do to put in the barn or stack, 
turn over the cocks, loosen up the bottom 
a liltle with a fork, and proceed to load it. 
Clover hay thus cured, is not likely lo heat 
in the mow or slack, and having every head 
and leaf saved, it will be found lo be very 
nutritious and much relished by all animals. 
In fact, we believe lhat clover hay, proper- 
ly cured, will make more flesh, milk, or 
butler, than any other liay, pound for 
pound. The prejudice against clover, has 
arisen from the manner of curing it. 
Knocked about as it is, wet and dried by 
turns, it loses its leaves and heads, and 
becomes little else llran a mass of tasteless 
stems, which no animal will eat. — Cultiv. 

Sunflower Seed. — A traveller in the in- 
terior of Russia, says lhal the Sunflower 
is extensively cultivated on the banks of the 
Wolga for its seed, which is regarded as 
valuable for the oil which is expressed from 
it. In the market places of the larger 
towns we often found the people eating 
seeds, which, when boiled in waier, taste 



not unlike the boiled Indian corn eaten by 
tlie Turks. In some districts of Russia, 
the seeds are employed with great success 
in fattening poultry. The dried leaves are 
given lo cattle in the place of straw. 

Locust favorable to Grass. — In a 
communication to the Portsmouth, N. H., 
Journal, we find the following. Those hav- 
ing a sandy soil will do well lo consider it. 

Fifty or sixty years since, a brolher was 
possessed of a good farm in Greenland, 
bordering on Great Bay. On the most 
conspicuous part of the farm, by the 
shore of this Bay, was a swell of sand, 
that was always bare, and wasting away 
by the winds. The whole of this swell 
was set out with locust trees — they throve 
well, shot oul, and soon became a pretty 
forest. They were afterward cut ofT for 
posts, and sold at Salem. They soon sprang 
up again, and now there remains a beautiful 
forest — the shrubbery done sprouting, and 
out of the way. In making a visit recent- 
ly lo the farm, I look a seat for a while in 
this delightful giove. What adds more lo 
the beauty of this spot, is the very extra- 
ordinary fine and heavy crop of grass this 
ground now pioduces. At the time I was 
there the latter crop was fit to cut, which I 
suppose must overrun a ton per acre. I 
was infi)rmed that two crops gave three 
tons of the best hay. 

New WAV to raise Cabbage. — We 
were presented, the other day, with a head 
of as fine cabbage as we ever saw, by Ru- 
fus McDonald, Esq , of Adams township. 
He had a waggon load of them, and he in- 
formed us lhal ihey were raised in ihe fol- 
lowing manner : They were slalks, ' didn't 
head ' last fall, but when pulled were set 
out in the bottom of a deep trench, prepar- 
ed for that purpose, a slight frame-work 
of slabs or other materials was then built 
over them, and the whole covered with 
earth so deep as to be a protection against 
frost. In this position they have been 
growing all winter, and the heads are large, 
solid, white, and perfectly teniler — possess- 
ing, in fact, all the qualities of the very fin- 
est cabbage. Esq. McDonald informs us, 
lhat he has been in the habit, for many 
years, of raising his cabbage for spring use 
j in this way, and that he would prefer lhat 
one-half of his crop should be without 
heads in the fall, as those raised in this way 
for soring use never fail. Stalks without 
heads are generally considered as valueless. 
We name the fact lhat others may avail 
themselves of a process at once so simple 
and so valuable ; and we thank Ef(|. Mc- 
Donald for the informalion. — //'. 'J'iints.
